Resolved, That the people of the non-slavehold- 
ing states being in many ways deeply involved in 
ithe guilt of slavery, especially by permitting i's 
existence in the District of Columbia and in the 
Territories of the United States, it becomes us 
while remonstrating with our Southern brethren 
upon the sin of slavery to take the beam from our 
own eye, by using all proper exertions to procure 
the abolition of slavery in said District and Ter- 
ritories, 

Resolved. That the danger of insurrection among 
slaves, arises, not from the prevalence of anti-s!a- 
very doctrines and principles, but from the mis- 
statements of slave-holders and others, who repre- 
sent abolitionists as encouraging the slaves to 
revolt. 

The Society not having vet accomplished its 
business, and it now being 10 o'clock, it was con- 
cluded to have an adjonred meeting on the sue- 
ceeding evening.
